Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended claim 8 introduces specific limitation, i.e., "operatively linked to an amino acid sequence for a 
polypeptide fusion partner". None of the claims previously examined recited " operatively linked to an amino acid sequence for a 
polypeptide fusion partner". This limitation was not previously examined requiring a new search and consideration of the art made of 
record, and of the specification for support of the amendment. In addition, claims 81-87 have been added. This requires new consideration 
of the prior art of record, and perhaps a new search. Therefore, the amendment to the claims filed on 08-1 0-2101 has not been entered. 

The examiner notes that the recitation of a polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 215 is broadly interpreted as 
encompassing the full length of SEQ ID NO: 215, with or without additional amino acids at either or both ends. To the extent that claim 1 
recites that the nucleotide molecule encoding the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 215 is operably linked to a homologous secretory 
sequence reading on endogenous nucleotide sequences, said recitation raises potential issues of rejection under 35 U.S.C.103 or 35 
U.S.C.102 as noted by the Examiner in the SCORE Search Results Details for Application 10591451 and Search Result 3, Wang et al., 
copy attached hereto. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments rely upon and are directed 
to the proposed amendments. As the claims' amendment has not been entered, applicants' arguments based on the proposed amendment 
are not persuasive. Therefore, the rejections of record are maintained.. 
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
